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(54) PHOTOSTABILIZER CONSISTING OF 

NITROSODIPHENYLAMINE DERIVATIVE AND 
PRODUCT CONTAINING THE SAME 

(57) Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To obtain a photostabilizer which improves 
the stability to light of a photodegradable org. 
substance, especially cyanine coloring matter by using a 
nitrosodiphenylamine derive, of a specified formula as 
an active ingredient. 

CONSTITUTION: A photostabilizer is obtd. by using a 
nitrosodiphenylamine deriv. of formula I (wherein R is a 
lower alkyi, a halogen, nitro, carboxyl, cyano, 
hydroxyethyl, alkoxy, sulfanilamide or deriv. thereof, 
or carboxylic acid amide or deriv. thereoO (e.g. a 
compd. of formula II or III) as an active ingredient. 
Said photostabilizer can improve the stability to light 
of a photodegradable org. substance, especially a 
cyanine coloring matter. An optical recording medium 
with excellent storing characteristics of a recording 
layer and recording and reproducing characteristics is 
obtd. by incorporating said photostabilizer in an 
optical medium using a thin film of an org. coloring 
matter as a recording layer. 
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
